SUPPORTS DEPARTMENT. 
H AVING heard a discussion on the value 


of ensilage from immature grass as 
compared with that made from green 
fodder with the addition of acids and other 
the Committee of Agriculture, 

Royal Dublin Society, at a ex meeting. 
has expressed the opinion that the methods of 
the Department of Agriculture should be 
continued and desires to be kept informed of 
the Department's experiments. Thanks were 


conveyed to Dr. Kennedy, the Department of 
Agriculture, and the representatives of Uni-

It can then 
ben handled with ordinary haymakmg 
machinery, and give a good yield of nutritive 
material; it is also easily packed in the silo 
without chaffing. Cutting is best done in dry 
weather, or at least when there is very little 
rainwater on the grass.

This worm 1s 
small, round and reddish in colour, usually 
forked in shape. Often as many as twenty 
of these worms are found attached by their 
mouths to the mucous membrane in. the 
windpipe of the birds. They suck the blood 
of therr victims, thereby causing weakness, 
irritation aud inflammation, which produce | 
the continual ‘‘ gaping” or pesping of the | 
sufferers. Strong, vigorous chickens do not 

suffer seriously from these attacks, but small, | 
delicate birds generally succumb from loss | 
of blood and inflammation of the membrane. 


Spreading the Disease. 


1. Chickens may contract the disease by 
eating the adult worms containing the eggs. | 

2. By eating food which has been placed | 
on contaminated ground. | 

3. By being allowed to run on contaminated | 
soil, | 
4. By drinking water which has been used | 
by affected birds, and which ccntains the ex- 
pectorated worms, embryos and eggs. 

Adult worms, -oughed up by birds, decay | 
and burst, setting free in the process their | 
eges and embryos which infect the run. In | 
eggs hatch, and the newly-hatched embrycs | 
are picked up by the birds with food and or | 
water, thus spreading the disease. Damp | 
places, shaded by trees, are the most generally | 
frequented haunts of the worms. | 


Prevention. 


As with all other diseases, prevention is 
much better than cure, and, with the neces- | 
sary precautions, there should not be so giave 
an annual loss from gapes. 

First of all, feed the chicks on suitable 
food. When the birds are a few laya o'd 
very finely-chopped or. pounded garlic, added 
to the food, is an excellent preventative. (ne 
bulb per day to every dozen chicxs is the 
correct proportion. Where *t 's i!>pussime to | 
obtain garlic substitute chopped onions or 
onion tops. 

Thorough cleanliness in everything is most 
important. All houses, coups, fittings, etc., 
should be scrubbed and scalded in boiling 
water, and then coated with hot limewash. A | 
little paraftin oil and soft soap added to the | 
limewash enable it to adhere better.

Troughs and vessels should always be pro- | 
vided for food and water. and should be kept | 
meticulously clean. Never throw food on the | 
ground or allow the birds access to polluted | 
water. A t py piece of camphor in the drink- 
ing water acts as a disinfectant 

The bodies of all birds that die of the dis 
ease should be destroyed by burning. 


Treatment. 


Extreme care is necessary on farms where 
the disease has been prevalent in past seasons 
Special attention should be paid to young 
chickens, particularly at night, as the first 
symptons are more noticeable in confined 
if they are seen to be dull and list 
less, with ruffled feathers and drooping wings, 
and if they appear to look for air and at the 
same time produce a croaking noise, im 
mediate action should be taken. If neglected 
in the early stages, the disease will quickly 
become acute, producing weakened birds, | 
which will not be able to respond to the | 
treatment. 

The first step ‘s to separate the diseased 
from the healthy birds, and piace the former 
in a coop or house which can be easily | 
cleaned and disinfected. Disinfect this at | 
intervals, and keep all fittings and utensils | 
perfectly clean. | 

Treatment by fumigation is satisfactory, if | 
performed in time, and can be carried out

It was unfortunate, he continued, that the 
level of expenditure still continued so high. 
(Cheers.) We could not for long use revenue 


derived from estate duties to meet current 


expenditure. Happily, there were some 
grounds for believing that expenditure might 
be further reduced. Everything was moving 
towards cheap money, and possibly in the 
course of the year the Chancellor might be 
able to save a large sum of money, not only 
in the rates of interest on borrowed money, 
but by conversion of the 2,000 millions of 
War Loans. We had to congratulate our- 
selves upon our tariff policy, but it was neces- 
sary to have a currency policy as well. Prices 
to-day were not only below the 1913 level, 
although costs of production were immensely 
higher, but they were well below the cost of 
production. It was from that blight that the 
whole world was suffering. 

The greatest factor in the Budget was the 
establishment of a fund of £150,000,000 to 
enable the Treasury to maintain the exchange 
value of the pound. So far as he could see 
there was going to be no necessity to prevent 
the pound from going too low. The difficulty 
was in preventing it from going too high. A 
rise in prices was the first essential step 
towards prosperity. 


REPARATIONS AND WAR 
DEBTS. 


As to war debts and reparations, they had 
a paralysing effect upon the imagination of 
the world. Nothing would more change the 
psychology of the people of all nations 
than the idea that at last we were 


| going to make a move forward in the direc- 


tion of a settlement of this great problem. 
Those who went to Lausanne would have 
laid upon them a greater responsibility than 
had ever been laid upon the shoulders of any 
Council of Ministers in the history of the 
world, because they had nothine lai than 


| the fate of the modern world in their hands. 


Complacent people thought that we should 
wuddle through, but there was nothing in 
nature or in history to justify such com- 
placency. The situation could only be saved 


| by the efforts—intense, immediate, persistent, 


broad-minded and far-sighted—of all the 
Statesmen charged with destinies of nations. 

Major Nathan (Liberal) said that the Budget 
was nothing but a make-shift policy, and 
gave no assurance of relief from the overs 
whelming burden of taxation. It was @ 
policy of expensive drift, 


A WORD FOR BEER. 


Mr. Amery said that there was no doubt 
the Chancellor’s Budget statement had caused 
a certain amount of disappointment—the 


_ disappointment of knowing definitely that 


they were not going to get what they knew 
they had no right to expect. (Laughter.) It. 
seemed to be felt that they had given too 
much consideration to pure revenue considera- 


tions. There was still a little too much 
of the Snowden flavour hanging about 
the Budget. He suggested that the 


Chancellor should hava put an extra faring 

sugar, and given some retaf to the poor 
heer drinker. He himself was a beer drinker 
a very small measure. (Cries cf 
‘““Shame.’’) Beer, after all, was wie of the 
simple and very few luxuries of the ordinary 
we rking man. As a simple tonic, and a 
simple form of nourishment containing plenty 
of vitamins, heer should not be so savagely 
discouraged as it Was, When a poor agzricul- 
tural labourer had to pay sixpence a pint for 
a liquid which contained only three harley 
and not enongh alcohol to exhilarate 
a tired mouse, he had every reason to feel 
ill-nsed. | 

Continuing, he expressed regret that the 
Chancellor had not given more encourage- 
ment to the natural silk industry, as it would 
have led to the employment of 20,000 or 
30,000 people. It did not seem to him that 
anv re-arrangement of the sources of revenue 
could get us out of a position where one- 
third of the national income went in taxation. 
What ought to be done was to increase pro- 
daction and emplovment. That could only 
be done bv bringing back price-levels to 
those of 1928 and 1929. 

He hoped that at Ottawa the Government 
delegates would have their minds made up 
on the general outlines of a monetary policy 
which would meet the reeds of the Dominions 
as well as our own. The monetary question 


Í was going to be yuite as important as the 


Feall auestion. (Hear. hear.) 

Sir A. M. Samuel described the Budget as 
a hurdensome one, for which the late Socialist 
fsovernment was really responsible. Unhiless 
there was a material reduction on social ser- 
vices. he saw no hone of anv reduction of 
taxation for two or three vears. 

Major Elliot replied to a number of points 
h during the debate, but intimated 


| that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, if cir- 


cumstances permitted, would explain some 

the more important matters to-morrow. 
The Budget proposals, he said, were based 
on ‘the fact that the crisis still continued.

In the woods at Enniskerry the other 


day (writes a ccxpenpon tant) 1 reckoned 
that the trees were t a fortnight late 
in coming into leaf and flower, owing to 
the prolonged drought. The horse- 
chestnuts were fully out, and there was 
a bright fringe of green on the baks and 
elms, which was not so much due to the 
leaves as to the flowers. Most of the great 
forest trees are wind-fertilised, so that it 
is not necessary for them to have brightly- 
coloured flowers, full of scent and honey, 
or to depend on the caprice of insects to 
carry away the pollen, a service which is 
effectually rendered by the April breezes. 
The flowering of the oak, for example, is 
liable to escape the notice of the casual 
observer, but a close examination will show 
the tassels of the male flower hanging at 
the base of the leaves, and the minnte 
female blossom a little higher up. In the 
city parks at present it is delightful to 
see the small green leaves of the elm 
standing out in vivid contrast to its soot- 
incrusted trunk, and the branches of the 
birch trees pendulous with yellow green 
catkins. It is only in parks and forests, 
however, that the tree-lover may find his 
favourites at their best; the 
mutilated victims of the speed craze which 
line the highways will only arouse his pity 
or his wrath.

A Candle Bullet. 


recently on the chances of a candle, when 
fired from a gun, passing through an 
ordinary door. They say that an experi- 
menter in the old days of black powder 
and muzzle-loaders performed this feat. 


In “‘Some Enquiries into Vulgar and: 


Common Errors,”’ Sir T. Browne wrote in 
1646: ““ Although it is possible that a 
candle out of a musket will pass through 
an inch board, yet few or none will 
believe this without visible experiment.”’ 
Indeed, Sir George Greenhill, a well- 
known mathematician, wrote in Engineer- 
ing, May, 1920. in reference to a state- 
ment that a candle could be fired through 
a barn door: “ The incredulous experi- 
menter found that a small bit of the 
candle did certainly find ite way through 
(the door), but he was bespattered by the 
rebound of the bulk of the tallow.” This 
provoked a rejoinder from a captain, who 
attested instances of a candle having been 
shot through g half-inch board. In 1922 
Major J. H. Hardcastle performed a 
curious experiment. He fired a candle 
against four deal planks placed a foot 
apart, the first being seven-eighths of an 
inch thick and the others five-eighths of 
an inch. The candle perforated all four, 
and was stopped by an oak beam used as 
a backstop. It passed undeformed through 
the first plank, leaving a hole one inch in 
diameter. The hole in the second plank 
was two inches wide, while there was a 
five-inch keyhole in the third, and the 
candle left its wick behind the fourth, 
being broken up by this time. 


High Tides. 


There was a very close approach of the 
lunar perigee and full moon on-the even- 
ing of April 20, the moon being in perigee 
about an hour before the opposition phase. 
Such a close occurrence ba not happen 
again throughout the year, nor does it 
happen every year; for several hours 
usually separate the two events even at 
their nearest approach. The result is thit 
between 9 and 10 o'clock on the evening of 
April 20 our satellite was unusually near to 
the earth, being at that time 221,730 miles 
distant. When the moon is new or full, 
and in or very near perigee at the same 
time, the disturbing effect of the sun on 
the lunar orbit is greatest, and the moon 
is moving in an orbit of maximum 
eccentricity. This is a matter of more 
than theoretical interest to many; for the 
spring tides are abnormally high on such 
occasions, and places situated near tidal 
rivers are likely to be flooded.

A NEW AERODROME. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sime,—In connection with the selection ol 
schemes for the relief of unemployment, may 
1 suggest that consideration be given to the 
pressing need for a civil Customs aerodrome 
at Dublin? Present arrangements for the 
handling of civil aircraft at Baldonnel are 
most unsatisfactory, and afford little en- 
éouragemént for the development of private 
and commercial flying. Also, from a military 
point of view, the use of Baldonnel as a 
civil aerodrome must be extremely difficult 
from the point of view of discipline. If we 
rule out the Phoenix Park, for obvious 
reasons, there is little doubt that Collinstown 
Aerodrome is the correct site for a Customs 
aerodrome for Dublin. Here much unskilled, 
useful work could be undertaken imme- 
diately in clearing out the ruins of the old 
military buildings in preparation for the 
erection of suitable modern hangars, stores, 
etc. 

To add strength to this suggestion, may 
I add that, as a contracting stage to the 
“International Convention for the Regula- 
tion of Air Navigation,’’ we have undertaken 
to provide at least one fully-equipped civil 
Customs aerodrome !—Yours, etc.,

As I drove 
down the bend that marks the approach 
to Punchestown, an apparently endless 
procession of vehicles was crawling up the 
opposite hill. Here would come four great 
omnibuses, one after another; a “ baby ”’ 
ear, looking by comparison hardly bigger 
than a wheelbarrow, separated them from 
another line of mammoths. The town of 
Naas, when I passed through it, was noth- 
ing but a suburb of Punchestown. Nobody 
stood. All were climbing upon outside 
cars, piling themselves in shouting heaps 
on lorries, hanging on to the footboards 
ot “ Lizzies,”” or besieging the already 
crammed omnibuses from Dublin. The 
rest were selling race cards. 


ONE LAW-ABIDING ‘BUS. 
I saw one 'bus that appeared to be law- 


abiding—it was not packed beyond the 
legal limit; bet it must have been the 
only one. Veople jostled one another in 
Í a manner that would have led to murder 
if it had been done on any other day; 
| but nobody gives a hoot when it is a 
question of getting to the races. 


There could seldom have been a finer

Minister had dealt with the vote. He 
thought that the Minister would have taken 
that—the first available opportunity—to let 
the country know what was the policy of his 
Department. The Ministry of Justice was 
the most important Department in the State, 
and the duties and obligations of the Minister 
j were heavier than those that rested on the 
| shoulders of any other Minister. The pre- 
servation of peace and order within the 
limits of the State transcended everything 
else in importance. ; 

They knew that there had been in one 
respect a-complete cha of ‘policy. At one 
time the law was administered without any 
respect to persons, the humblest and the 
poorest having equal protection with the rich 
and the powerful. far as he could dis- 
cover, however, that policy had been com- 
pletely changed, and in future the law was 
not to apply to a considerable number of 

rsons in the State. Men convicted of crime 
ad already been released. It was now per- 
fectly plain that the possession of dumps of 
drms, though against the Firearms Act, was 
not a crime against which the Minister would 
put the law into force. Deputy Clery had 
informed the people of Mayo recently that 
Fianna Fail knew where the arms. were, and 
that they could be collected within a month 
or so. Had the deput be that informa- 
tion at the Eo of É e Minister, and, if 
so, did the Minister propose to act upon it? 
He wotld. like to know the attitude of the 
Minister towards the I.R.A. and Saor Eire. 

They all knew—there was no secret about 
it—that there was a body which claimed to be 
the only legal and legitimate Government of 
the country, ahd which issued nifesto to 
that effect within the last few days, fortify- 
ing their contention by a familiar quotation 
ftom a speech of the President. Just as that 
body claimed to be the only legitimate 
Government, there was an army which claimed 
to be the only legitimate army. Their leader 
had stated repeatedly that if there was to be 
one Government and one army in. the State, 
theirs was to be the Government and the 
army. Whiat was the attitude of the Minister 
towards that association’? Did he intend to 
let that association go ahead, train their 
army, prepare and strike at its chosen time; 


to see that no illegal drilling was carried on 
and no breaches of the law committed openly 
or secretly! 

He submitted, and he believed that most 
Deputies agreed with him, that it was the 
duty of the Minister to give an assurance of 
the course that he intended to take. He (Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney) did not want a mere 
empty statement, a vague generality from the 
Minister : he wanted a statement of his inten- 
tion and of the method by which he purposed 
to put it into effect to ensure that there 
would be only one Government and one Army 
in the country, and that there would be only 
one law-making authority in the State—the 
Oireachtas.

CIVIC GUARD TO BE CUT DOWN.

Instead of contiruing barracks with 
an attenuated strength they would be closed 
down, and the Guards would he housed in 
another barracks in a wider police area, and 
so result in the reduction of the number of 
barracks. 
If any one had any charge to make against 
any member of the Civic Guard, let him be 
specific, and not make vacvue, general and 
unsupported statements which would cause 
uneasiness in the country. If a Civic Guard 
committed an offence there was a code order 
to deal with him.

BACON COMING OVER THE 


BORDER. 
On the second stace of the Customs Duties 
(Bacon) (Provisional Imposition) Order, 1931, 


Mr. D. J. GOREY (C.nanG, Carlow- 
Kilkenny) said that bacon produced in 
Northern Ireland was being imported into 


the Free State, while Lithuanian, Polish and 
Swedish bacon was going into Northern 
Ireland. 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (C. nanG., N.U.T.) 
said that anxiety had been caused by reports 
that an amount of bacon actually produced in 
the United States of America had heen taken 
across the frontier and brought into the Free 
State as Canadian, thereby escaping the tax. 
That statement was cduntered by the 
Canadian Minister. 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
with regard to bacon coming in over t 
Northern frontier there had heen an increase. 
The imports this year from Northern Ireland 
were 11,900 cwts. as compared with 7,300 
cwts. last year. They imported 123 cwts. 
from Canada for the first three months of 
1930 and in the same period this year they 
imported 34,500 cwts. The increase in 
imports were practically all from Canada, 
with a small increase from Northern Ireland. 
The tariff had had the effect of stopping 
imports from the Continent, and in the case 
of Denmark the imports had dropped from 
15,000 cwts. to 2,000 cwts., and the imports 
from Poland from 22,000 cwts. for the first 
three months of last year to 500 cwts. this 
year. The tariff had the effect of replacing 
the Continental imports by imports from 
Canada and Northern Ireland. 

Unless the hill went through before April 
30th they would be in the unhappy position 
of handing back whatever duty they collected 
on the bacon during the last three months.
